When all were ready, Samuel McMur- 
dy, counsellor to Bishop P. K. Smith 
(Klingensmith), drove out en the lead.

I at the same 
time told the women, who were next to 
the wagon, to follow the mad up to the 
troops, which they did. Instead of say- 
ing to McMurdy not to drive so fast — as 
he swore on my trial — I said to the con- 
trary, to drive on, as my aim was to get 
out of sight before the tiring commenced, 
which we did.

Hydrophobia has been known for 
3,000 years, yet its cause is still a mat- 
ter of speculation. It does not originate 
from heat, for dogs in the warmest cli- 
mate**, such as South Africa, Jamaica, 
West Indies and South America, have 
never been affected by it. Want of 
water does not produce it, since dogs 
have been kept forty days without water 
and not gone mad. Iusuflicient and un- 
wholesome diet are not the causes, since 
the curs of Maderia are the vilest and 
most ill-kept of the world, and rabies is 
unknown among them. Whether it is a 
spontaneous production in the dog, cat 
and wolf is also unsettled. The fact 
that in remote countries of the world, 
where the disease has never been com-

would imply that it must be acquired 
by communication, yet Marray, an emi- 
nent writer on the subject, and others 
believe the contrary. Of the real nature 
of the virus little is known. It has never 
been analyzed. Though rabies in man 
is in most cases communicated by the 
bite of a dog, yet the symptoms are 
widely different. Man abhors and de- 
tests water with spasmodic loathing, 
while the dog searches for it and drinks 
it with avidity. The statistics and ex- 
periments in hydrophobia are suggestive 
and interesting. Inoculation of the 
salvia of rabid animals, as practiced by 
Herbert Hertwig, succeeded in only 26 
per cent, of the animals operated upon, 
77 escaping. According to Faber's sta- 
tistics,outof 145 persons bitten by rabid 
animals in Wurtemberg, only t 2S had 
hydrophobia. John Hunter records a 
case where, of 21 persons bitten by a 
mad dog, only one was affected. Again 
we have of 114 persons bitten by mad 
wolves, 67, or more than one-half, iell 
victims. In France, in 1S."»2, a commis- 
sion was appointed to examine into the 
subject of rabies, and of 136 cases in hu- 
man subjects, 105 were from the bites 
of dogs, 20 from bite of wolves, S from 
bite of cats, and 5 unknown. In 6i» 
cases, where the exact date of the ap- 
appearace of hydrophobia after the bite 
was ascertained, it seem3 that 14 cases 
were fatal after the first month after the 
bite, 41 cases from the end of the first 
month to the end of the third, 8 from 
beginning of fourth to end of sixth, and 
6 from seventh to end of tenth month. 
No cases occurred after one year. Three 
died the first day, 8 the second, 28 the 
third. Zi the fourth, 4 the sixth day. ami 
the remaining 1<» in from seven to twenty

I 
suppose it was the cut of a knife, but 
afterwards learned that it was done on 
the wagon-box .as the Indian yanked the' 
lxiy down by the hair of the head. I 
had no sooner rescued this child than 
another Indian seized a little pirl by the 
hair ; I rescued her as soon as I conlri 
sjieak : I told the Indians that they must 
not hurt the children— that I would die 
before they should l>e hurt, that we 
would buy the children from them. Be- 
fore this time the Indians had rushed 
around the wagon in quest of blood, and 
dispatched the two runaway wounded 
men. In justice to my statement I 
would say that if my shr»oter had not 
prematurely exploded I would have had 
a hand in dispatching the five wounded. 
I had lost control of myself and scarce 
knew what I was about. I saw an In- 
lian pursue a little girl who was fleeing. 
He caught her about one luuidred feet 
from the wagon and plunged his knife 
through her. I said to McMurdy that 
he had better drive the children to llam- 
blin's ranche and give them some nour- 
shment, while I would go down and get 
my horse at the camp. Passing along 
the road I saw the dead strung along the 
distance of alwut half a mile. The 
women and children were killed by the 
Indians. I saw ShitrU with the Indians 
and no other white man with them. 
When I came to the men they lay about 
a rod apart. Here I came up with Hig- 
bee Bishop Smith, and the rest of the 
company. As I came up Higbee said to 
me, I^et us search these persons for val- 
ables, and asked me to assist him ; gave 
me a hat to hold. Several men were al- 
ready engaged in searching the l>odies. 
I replied that I was unwell, and wanted 
to get upon my horse and go to the 
ranche and nurse myself. My request 
was granted. Beaching I lamlin's ranche. 
being heart-sick and worn out, I lay 
down on my saddle-blanket and slept, 
and knew but little of what passed| dur- 
ing the night. About daybreak in the 
merning I heard the voices of Col. Dame 
and Isaac C. Haight. I heard some very 
angry words pass between them, which 
drew my attention. Dame said he 
would have to report the destruction of 
theemigrant camp and compauy. Haight 
said: "How? As an Indian mas- 
sacre ?" Dame said he did not know so 
well about that. This reply seemed to 
irritate Haight, who spoke quite loosely, 
saying, M How the h— 1 can you report it 
any other way without implicating your- 
self?" At this Dame lowered his voice 
almost to a whisper. I could not under- 
stand what he said, and the conversa- 
tion stopped. I got up, saw the chil- 
dren, and among the others the boy who 
was pulled by the hair of his head out of 
the wagon by the Indian and saved by 
me. Then all hands returned to the 
scene of the slaughter to bury the dead. 
The bodies were all in a nude state. The 
Indians, through the night, had stripped 
them of every vest ige of clothing. Many 
parties were laughing and talking as 
they carried the bodies to the ravine for 
burial. They were just covered over a 
little, but did not long remain so, for 
the wolves dug them up, and, after eat- 
ing the flesh from them, the bones laid 
upon the ground until buried some time 
after by a government military officer. 
At the time ol burying the bodies Dame 
and Haight got into another quarrel. 
Dame seemed to be tenor-stricken, and 
again said he would have to publish it. 
They were about two paces from me. 
Dame spoke low, as if careful to avoid 
being beard. Haight spoke loud and 
said: "You know that you counseled 
it, aud ordered me to have them used 
up." Dame said: "I did not think 
that there was so many women and chil- 
dren, I thought they were nearly all 
killed by the Indians." Haight said:

The question as to how far the brain 
exercises an influence on the motions of 
animals has l>een engaging scientific men 
for years. Dr. Broca was among the 
first to investigate the subject ; he proved 
that when a man was deprived of the 
faculty of speech by a stroke of apo- 
plexy, there invariably existed a lesion 
at the very same spot in the brain, viz., 
in the anterior region, and on the pos- 
terior side of the third frontal circum- 
volution to the left. Hence the con- 
clusion that this was the seat of the 
faculty of speech in man, and thus one 
was led to conceive a sjtecial place for 
every intellectual action. Fritz, Hitzig, 
Ferrier, Carville, and Duret, the most 
prominent among those who have treated 
the question, operate as follows: They 
take off part of the skull of a elog, then 
apply electric wires to different parts of 
the brain thus laid bare, and watch the 
motions produced. Certain points cause 
none, so that it is not the whole brain 
that acts on the muscular system, but 
only special points. Ferrier operated 
on monkeys in the presence of the Ixjn- 
don ltoyal Society. According as he 
touched various parts of the cerebrum, 
the ape would shake his fist at the pub- 
lic, raise or stretch a leg, or cut faces. 
It was shown that in the monkey the 
center of motion of the tongue answered 
exactly to that to which the faculty of 
speech pertains in man. From all this 
t follows that the surgeon may now 
know precisely the point of the skull at 
which to apply the trepan. Thus, not 
long ago, a man was brought into the 
hospital St. Ansoine. He had received 
a blow on the ieft temple, and, on coming 
to himself again, could only speak with 
difficulty, and then he would call a fork 
an umbrella, a lamp a hat, and so on. 
Moreover, his right arm was half par- 
alyzed. The surgeon at once knew what 
he had to do; be applied the trepan to 
the proper spot, and hit upon a piece of 
bone that compressed the brain. This 
splinter was removed, and the patient at 
once recovered the use of his right arm. 
A few days later his tongue was freed 
from all impediment, and he left the 
hospital perfectly cured.— GaBgnan?*

Cuba, New York, who " came of age in 

time to vote for Washington for presi- 
dent at the election in 1788," and w:is 
consequently past one hundred and nine 
years of age ; the second was Augustine 
Picard, of Ilochester, who is said to have 
been born at Saint Pierre, near Quebec, 
March 24, 17ti7, and w.-s therefore one 
hundred and ten years of age when he 
diet!, and the last was Captain Frederick 
Lahrbush, who died in New York last 
week. He claimed to have been born at 
London March !•, 17»;»'>, which would 
make him upwards of one hundred and 
eleven years old at the time of his death. 
( »f all the centenarians in the United 
States, the late Captain Lahrbunh was 
undoubtedly by far the most generally 
known by reputation. For some years 
past he had been made a good .deal of a 
lion in New York city, and accounts of 
his appearance and and of his birthday 

celebrations have furnished material for 
many newspaper articles. 

At cording to the story of Lahrbush's 
life which he told himself, ami which 
was generally accepted in New York as 
correct, he entered the British army in 
1780, and in 1703 went with the exj>edi- 
tion sent from England to Holland un- 
der the Duke of Yoik. He also serves! 
with Cornwallis in Ireland in 1788, and 
with Nelson at Copenhagen in ls<»l. He 
w messed the interview at Tilsit between 
Napoleon, the king of Prussia ami the 
emperor of Russia, being at the time on 
his way frem Memel to Dantzic. After 
the kingdom of Westphalia was formed 
Lahrbush was forced into the French 
army, and was made first lieutenant. He 
was taken prisoner by the British after 
the battle of Wagram, and sent to Heli- 
goland. From there he went to England 
with a British recruiting officer. Going 
to London the Duke of Cambridge 
took an interest in him, and by his in- 
fluene-e he received a commission as en- 

nign in the f^ixteontli Koul, Mud wrveil iu 

the peninsular campaign undnr Welling- 
ton, being promoted after the battle of 
Husaco. In 1*12 he wasassigned toduty 
at the Cape of (Joexl Hope, ami was mar- 
ried while stationed there. In 1816-17 
he was an officer in the guard of Napol- 
eon at St. Helena. In 1S18 he sold out 
his commission in the British service, 
and after l>eing in all parts of the world, 
came to New York and |>ermanently set- 
tled in L&48, with a widowed daughter 
and grandson, l»oth of whom soon died 
and left him alone. For several years 
his birthday was celebrated by parties 
given by (len. De Peyster.and when the 
Prince of Wales was in this country in 
1800 he received the venerable captain 
with great cordiality. Thurlow Weed, 
the late A. T. Stewart and other promi- 
nent citizens of New Ye>rk were great 
friends of the captain. His death was 
caused by illness contracted through ex- 
posure on a cold morning in February 
when he went to make a call on Mrs. A. 
T. Stewart. 

The claim of the captain to having 
been born in 1706 has been criticised by 
Mr. Thems, the editor of Notes and 
Queries, ami the indefatigable exposer 
of centenarian humbugs. Mr. Thorns' 
researches show that Mr. Lahrbush's 
commission in the Sixteenth Foot bears 
date 10th November, 1800; that he never 
was a captain, that he did not sell out, 
but was cashiered. Mr. Thorns says: 
In army list of 1819, undaj the head 
of " cashiered,' will be found the name 
of Lieut. De Lahrbush. sixty F. And 
in connection with this unhappy inci- 
dent, I^ahrbush has furnished evidence 
tha this statement that he was bora 
in 1766 is not true. Had he 
been born in 1766, he would have 
been fifty-two in 1818, whereas in 1846, 
writing to the war office on the subject 
of his services, he pleads, as an excuse 
for the conduct which led to his removal, 
'youthful errors.' Youthful errors at 
fifty-two!" Mr. Thomas is of opinion 
that Lahrbush was born in 1786 and that 
he never served in the low countries. 
If born in 1786 he would have been 
ninety-one years of age at the time of his 
death — a great age, it is true, but not a 
longevity which would attract attention. 
It is said that when Prince Arthur 
visited this country in 1869-70, Captain 
lahrbush waited upon him, but was not 
received. But it is to be said in the 
captain's favor that neither the re- 
searches of Mr. Thomas, nor anything 
else, ever weakened the .faith in him of 
his New York friends. 

" But whatever the exact age of the 
late Captain Lahrbush may have been, 
there is no question that he was a very 
old man, as were the other two persons 
who it is claimed were centenarians 
whose deaths have been mentioned. As- 
suming that each of them was a centena- 
rian, the lessons of their lives seem to 
indicate that there is no particular road 
to centenarism. Huntley lived much in 
the open air, and was very abstimious ; 
Picard had smoked for nearly one hun- 
dred years of his life, and had also habi- 
tually drank whisky for many years; 
while Lahrbush was a confirmed opium 
eater, and during the latter years of his 
life daily consumed enough poison to 
have killed two or three men ^nused to 
the drug. 

The French commission charged with 
devising means of arresting the ravages 
of the phylloxera in the vineyards has 
decided that the only remedy will be the 
tering up, under government supervis- 
ion, of ail vines afflicted with the pest. 
The canton of Geneva, in Switzerland, 
has adopted a similar course, ami bus ar 
rested the ravages of the insect.

The production of the 
precious metals, by Dr. Lindeman's fig- 
urea, was $80,300,000 during the fiscal 
year last completed, and $1,056,631,879 
since June 1859. During the same 
period the total export of both domestic 
and foreign was $1, 189,687, 856, and the 
total import $283,517,602, leaving as net 
export $906,160,984 — an annual average 
of about $53,100,000. The production 
for that period in excess of the net ex- 
ports, therefore, was $150,461,635. Al- 
lowing for use in manufactures the in- 
crease in stock on hand during that time 
was about $65,000,000, and of this the 
addition during the last year was, say, 
$40,000,000. The tables show that the 
product during the last seven months 
has been kept at home, and that there 
has been a net import of more than $■">,- 
000,000 besides, against a net export of 
$14,000,000 during the previous year, 
and $88,000,000 during 1874-5. The in- 
crease in the excess of imports of groods 
is $101,344,1 1.*) during the seven months, 
as compared with 1875-6, and there is a 
change of s=19, 156,489 in the specie move- 
ment, making a total change of $120, 
800,604 in the combined movement, and 
an increase of $81,817,625 in the next 
excess of exports over imports. If the 
product of gold and silver be taken as

country must have been increased over

In due course, and without anything 
noticeable, they reached lagoons on the 
coast of Florida.

The most frightful calamity that has 
ever befallen St. I»uis took place at a 
very early hour on the 11th, involving 
the destruction of the Southern hotel 
by fire, and the loss of a large number of 
lives. The exact number cannot now 
be given, but it is feared some

either by lieing burned directly or first 
smothered by the smoke, and then con- 
sumed. From the best information at 
hand, it seems that the fire caught in 
the store room in the basement, and was 
first seen coming through the ground 
floor just north of the office, and in ten 
minutes it had ascended the elevators 
and rotunda, and spread itself over the 
sixth floor, under the roof. This floor 
was occupied entirely by the employes 
of the hotel, the largest part of whom 
were women. The fire spread rapidly, 
filling every room aud hall with the 
flames and smoke, and the scene was of 
the most terrible description. Frantic 
men, women and children ran through 
the halls, shrieking in the most heart- 
rending manner in their wild and desper- 
ate efforts to escape. The smoke was 
BO dense in some ot the halls that the 
gas jets were extinguished, which ren- 
dered egress, even to those most familiar 
with the building, a matter of grett 
difficulty. 

The fire department was ou the spot 
promptly, and hundreds of people con- 
gregated at the scene, ready and willing 
to render 

ANY AID NECESSARY. 

The density ot the smoke in the halls 
drove many guests and bearders back 

into their rooms, and they rushed to the 
windows as a means of escape. Ladders 
were raised as soon as possible, and wo- 
men and children, with nothing but 
their night clothes on, were thus taken 
from the burning building. Some 
fainted from fright and others sunk ex- 
hausted to the ground from nervous 
prostration. The ladders generally were 
t<x) short to reach to the fifth and sixth 
stories, but by hoisting some of tbem on 
the one-story balcony ontheeast side, and 
on the two-story balcony on the north 
side of the building, these floors were 
reached and all those at the windows 
rescued. The Skinner fire escape was 
also brought promptly into service, 
and was" the means of saving many- 
lives.

One man who had been occupying a 
window on Walnut street front of the 
hotel became dcqxrate at the seeming 
delay in effecting his escape. With 
nervous hands he tore the sheets from 
the bed into strips, and tied them to- 
gether. Fastening this improvised rone 
to the window sill anil disregarding the 
(act that it did not reach more than 
twenty feet, le let hims«lf down hand 
over hand. The men below who saw his 
position turned away their heads to avoid 
witnessing the sickening event that was 
inevitable. Finally he reached the end 
of the sheet, and then for the first time 
realised his position. He stopped, threw 
his head back revealing a ghastly face, 
and swum: slowly to and fro, swayed by 
the breeze which the roaring flames 
altove created. His limbs swung arorsnd 
convulsively as if to catch upon some- 
thing; then he let go, and groans went 
up from hundreds as he whirled round 
and round and finally struck on thestone 
flagging with a sickening thud. He 
was carried to a saloon across the street 
and died in a few minutes.
